t"  |  ^HE  following  view  of  the  effe&s  refulting 
JL  from  the  Dilpenfary  at  Edinburgh  during 
the  courfe  of  laft  year,  is  printed  by  order  of 
i  the  Managers,  for  the  fatisfa&ion  of  thofe  who 
i  have  already  become  contributors  to  the  charity, 

,  And  it  is  hoped  the  perufal  of  it  may  alfo  afford 

It 

conviction  to  others,  that  few  charities  are  bet¬ 
ter  calculated  for  relieving  the  diftrdfed. 

The  bufinefs  of  the  Difpenfary,  in  fo  far  as  re- 
fpe&s  the  giving  advice  and  medicines  to  patients, 
is  pradifed  in  rooms  hired  for  that  purpofe,  in 
the  College-wynd.  But,  as  foon  as  fufficient  aid 
can  be  obtained  from  the  public,  it  is  propofed, 
that  proper  apartments  fhall  be  either  built,  or 
purchafed,  for  the  ufe  of  this  Charitable  efta- 
blifhment.  At  prefent,  patients  recommended 
by  contributors  muff  be  dire&ed,  to  the  Difpen^ 
fary,  Collcge-wynd,  turnpike  oppofite  to  the 
lamp,  fir  ft  floor. 
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General  REGULATIONS  of  the 
Dispensary. 

I.  IjPp  VERY  perfon  fubfcribing  one  guinea  to 
the  funds  of  this  charity,  (hall  be  entb 
tied  to  hold  the  rank  of  Governor  for  the  fpace 
of  two  years  after  the  payment  is  made  ;  and,  lor 

every  larger  fum,  the  privileges  {hall  be  extend¬ 
ed  m  proportion.  A  contribution  of  five  guineas 
{hall  eonftitute  a  Governor  for  life* 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  recommended  to  this 
charity  by  contributors,  {hall,  if  their  cales  are 
not  deemed  improper,  be  admitted  to  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  it  in  preference,  receiving  advice,  and  be¬ 
ing  fupp’ied,  gratis ,  with  fuch  medicines  as  are 
reckoned  proper  for  them. 

III.  This  charity  fhall  be  entirely  confined  to 
patients,  whofe  difeafes,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
phyficians,  are  of  fuch  a  nature,  as  render  it  ei¬ 
ther  improper  for  them  to  be  admitted  into  an 
hofpital,  or  to  not  require  it. 

IV.  Every  member  of  the  college  of  phyfi¬ 
cians  or  furgeons,  or  any  other  medical  gentle¬ 
man,  who  either  is,  or  may  hereafter  become  a 
contributor  to  this  charity,  {hall  have  free  accefs 
to  the  regifter  of  cafes ;  and,  if  he  {hall  give  it 

as  his  opinion,  in  writing,  that  any  patient  ad¬ 
mit- 
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* 

mittcd  to  this  charity  is  an  improper  objeft  for 
it,  fuch  patient  {hail  be  immediately  difmiffed. 

V.  The  Prefident  of  the  college  of  phyficians, 
the  Deacon  of  the  incorporation  of  furgeons,  and 
the  phyficians  in  ordinary  to  the  Royal  Infirmary 
for  the  time  being,  although  they  may  not  be 
fubferibers  to  this  charity,  (hall,  if  they  chufe  to 
exert  it,  have  the  fame  privileges  in  ordering  the 
difmiflion  of  patients,  as  if  they  were  medical 
fubferibers. 

VI.  A  general  meeting  of  the  contributors  fhali 
be  held  annually,  on  the  laft  Monday  of  January, 
for  enabling  fuch  regulations  as  they  may  think 
necelfary,  and  for  ele&ing  a  committee  of  their 
number  as  managers  of  the  charity  during  the 
enfuing  year  ;  and,  at  this  meeting,  an  exad  Rate 
fhali  be  laid  before  them  of  the  tranfa&ions  of 
the  difpenfary  for  the  preceding  year. 

Regulations  refpe&ing  Patients. 

I.  Advice  and  medicines  are  given  gratis ,  at* 
this  Charitable  Inftitution,  to  thofe  perfons  only 
who  labour  under  difeafes  which  do  not  render 
it  neceflary  for  them  to  be  confined  to  the  houfe; 
and  who  are  in  fuch  a  condition  as  to  be  able  to 

attend 
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attend  at  the  Difpenfary  once  or  twice  every  week* 
as  they  (hall  be  dire&ed. 

II.  Thofe  who  are  defirous  of  becoming  pa^ 
tients  at  the  Difpenfary,  muft  make  application 

i 

there,  on  Tuefday  or  Friday,  at  one  o’clock: 
And  thofe  who  bring  recommendations  from 
gentlemen  who  have  given  contributions  for  the 
fupport  of  this  charity,  will  be  admitted  to  the 
benefits  of  it  in  preference  to  all  others,  if  their 
Cafes  be  not  judged  improper. 

III.  All  patients  admitted  by  the  phyfician  on 
Tuefday  or  Friday,  mull  attend  at  the  Difpenfary 
on  the  Wednefday  or  Saturday  immediately  fuc- 
ceedingthe  day  of  their  admiffion,  at  one  o’clock, 
that  an  account  of  their  complaints  may  be  taken 
down  in  writing. 

IV.  Patients,  after  their  cafes  are  taken  down 
in  writing,  muft  give  regular  attendance  once 
or  twice  every  week,  at  one  o’clock,  either  on 
Tuefday  or  Friday,  as  they  ftiall  be  dire&ed. 

V.  I  he  patients  who  are  directed  to  attend  on 
Tuefday,  will  receive  the  medicines  ordered  for 
them  at  the  Difpenfary,  on  Wednefday  at  one 
O  clock  ;  and  thofe  who  arc  directed  to  attend  on 
Friday,  will  receive  their  medicines  on  Saturday 
at  the  fame  place  anc(  hour. 

VJf 
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VI.  Thofe  patients  who  are  admitted  to  the  be* 
nefits  of  the  Difpenfary,  and  the  parents,  or  other 
connections,  of  fucti  as  are  under  age,  muft 
ftrictly  obferve  the  directions  given  them:  And 
thofe  who,  from  any  accident,  happen  to  be  pre¬ 
vented  from  attend  ng  theinfelves,  muft  fend 
fome  perfon  to  give  an  account  of  their  fituation, 
on  the  day  appointed  for  their  attendance. 

Vil.  Thofe  who  do  not  comply  with  the  di¬ 
rect  ons  given  them,  and  who  are  abfent  for  the 
fpace  of  a  fortnight,  without  fending  any  perfon 
to  give  an  account  of  their  fituation,  fhall  be  dif- 
miffed  as  irregular,  and  will  not  again  be  admit¬ 
ted.  It  is  therefore  expe&ed,  that  all  who  mean 
to  difcontinue  their  attendance,  will  either  men¬ 
tion  it  themfelves,  or  fend  proper  intimation  of 
it,  that  they  may  have  it  in  their  power  to  ap¬ 
ply  again,  when  their  fituation  fhall'  require  it. 
And,  upon  the  death  of  any  Difpenfary  patient, 
it  is  hoped  that  their  relations  will  fend  proper 
intimation,  that  the  event  of  the  cafe  may  be 
faithfully  recorded. 

VIII.  All  patients  are  underftood  to  furnilh 
phials,  pots,  or  boxes,  for  their  own  medicines  ; 
and,  if  any  patients  receive  thefe  with  their  me¬ 
dicines,  it  is  expected  they  will  return  them  caret 
fpily  when  empty,

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To  the  view  which  has  been  given  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  pages,  a  few  remarks  on  the  nature 
and  tendency  of  Difpenfaries  in  general,  and 
of  the  Edinburgh  Difpenfary  in  particular, 
may,  it  is  prefumed,  without  impropriety  be 
fubjoined.

I N  every  populous  community,  charitable  e- 
itablifhments  become  neceffary.  In  no  age  have 
thefe  been  more  numerous  than  in  the  prefent ; 
in  no  nation  more  multiplied  than  in  our  own. 
Some  are  intended  as  a  fhelter  from  the  fcourges 
of  poverty,  others  as  a  refuge  to  poverty  when 
combined  with  difeafe.  There  are  difeafes  which 
which  require  confinement,  and  there  are  others 
to  which  confinement  is  highly  injurious.  To  the 
former,  the  falutary  inftitution  of  Hofpitals  is  ap¬ 
propriated  :  to  the  latter,  that  of  Difpenfaries  is 
required.  The  departments  of  both  ought  to  be 
held  feparate  ;  nor  can  they  run  into  each  other 
without  producing  injury  and  confufion.

The  labouring  poor  in  every  crouded  city  are 
expofed  to  a  variety  of  diforders  which  admit  of 
cure  in  a  fituation  where  their  ufeful  labours  are 
neither  loft  to  their  indigent  families  nor  to  the 
public;  where  a  father  may  ftill  provide  for  thofe 
of  his  houfe,  and  a  mother  tend  her  he’plefs  in¬ 
fants,  while  both  are  in  a  more  proper  line  of  re¬ 
covery  than  if  confined  to  a  receptacle  of  difeafe. 
Whatever  opportunities  fuch  patients  may  have 
for  air  and  exercife  in  or  about  an  hofpital,  they 
are  certainly  out  of  their  proper  element.  The 
idea  of  thofe  neceffary  reftridlions  to  which  they 
muft  fubmit,  their  being  at  a  diftance  from  their 
families  and  friends,  and  their  being  away  from 
their  ufual  employments  and  manner  of  life,  all 
tend  to  rankle  their  minds,  and  to  prevent  the  fuc- 
cefs  of  the  beft  inftituted  plan  of  cure.  There  are 
many  inftances  of  fuch  patients  having  been  dif- 
mified  as  incurable,  who,  after  their  emancipation 
from  a  long  confinement,  have  recovered  to  perfect 
health.  While,  therefore,  the  high  utility  of 
hofpitals  for  acute  difeafes  is  univerfally  acknow¬ 
ledged,  the  neceflity  of  Difpenfaries,  for  fuch  as 
are  chronic,  muft  be  perceived.  Accordingly, 
the  good  fenfe  of  individuals,  and  that  beneficent 
fpirit  which  fo  ftrongly  marks  the  character  of 

the

the  age  in  which  we  live,  are  now,  amidft  the 
general  career  of  improvement,  gradually  tending* 
to  this.  The  good  effects  of  Difpenfaries  are 
now  beginning  to  he  obferved.  In  many  places 
they  are  patronized  by  perfons  of  the  firft  diflinc- 
tion  ;  they  are  giving  rife  to  valuable  difcoveries; 
they  are  fearing  in  almoft  every  populous  city  •; 
and,  in  time,  it  is  hoped,  will  become  univerfal.

The  Difpenfary  of  Edinburgh,  from  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  two  years,  has  been  produ&ive  of 
fuch  advantages  as  are  fufficient  to  recommend 
it  to  general  attention.  The  very  confiderable 
number  of  gentlemen  who  have  attended  the 
Cafe-le&ures  for  inflrudtion,  and  the  daily  bene¬ 
dictions  of  friendlefs  difeafe  cured  by  its  gratui¬ 
tous  aid,  are  teftimonies  of  the  moil  agreeable 
nature,  and  cannot  fail  to  give  to  every  one  who 
has  taken  any  concern  in  the  fupporting  this 
charity,  the  moll  genuine  pleafure  and  fatisfac- 
tion.  During  the  period  mentioned  above, 
neither  the  revenue  of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  nor 
the  number  of  patients  to  whom  it  has  afforded

relief,  have  been  diminifhed.  Every  apprehen- 
fion,  therefore,  entertained  with  regard  to  its  in¬ 
fluence  on  that  mftitution,  rauft  now  be  removed. 
And  the  benefits  which  have  already  been  de¬ 
rived 


rived  from  it  by  more  than  feven  hundred  indi¬ 
viduals,  at  once  fubje&ed  to  poverty  and  difeafe, 
give  it  a  juft  claim  to  the  farther  countenance  of 
the  public.  A  plan  is  at  prefent  in  agitation  for 
affording  it  conveniences  which  it  has  not  hither¬ 
to  enjoyed.  This  plan  the  managers  will  foon 
carry  into  execution,  if  they  (hall  receive  aid  in 
any  degree  proportioned  to  the  importance  of  the 
charity.
